Union Of Rusiifl Diplititj Are Now 


Heard Oi ETeqr Hud. 


•BUNTED CHINESE BANDITS SJUD TO BE 


PAID TO IIEE TROUBLE. 


Victoria, B. C.. May 14.—According 


to advices received by the 
steamer 


Empress of India, Japanese arsenals 
were being worked day and night at 
the time of her sailing, provisions 
were being concentrated, coal stored 
on Tsmima island and on all sides 
it was evident that Japan, doubting 
the extent of Russia's 
withdrawal 


from Manchuria, was preparing for 


war. 


"Hon. Sydney Fisher, Canadian min- 


ister of agriculture, was one of the 
passengers by the steamer and had 
beero in close touch with Japanese 
royalty and officialdom. He says the 
war feeling in Japan is very strong 
and warlike preparations 
were in 


view. The massing of Russian troops 
on the banks of the Yalu on the -pre- 
tence that protection is being accord- 
ed to tlmbeir concessionaries, was 
causing feeling in Japan, this being 
regarded particularly as a menace 
to Japan. 


The destruction by fire of the pow- 


der factory at Tokio-fu has led to 
sinister rumors that Russian spies 
were connected with the disaster.' 


Russia continues making extensive 


military preparations. 
The 
North 


China Daily News reports that there 
has been a continuous flow of Russian 
troops traveling by train from Har- 
bin to Port Arthur, while other large 
bodic'3 have been moving to the east- 
ern borders of Manchuria, camping 
in the vicinity of the 
Yalu river, 


which divides the country from Cor- 
ea. The warlike movements are caus- 
ing great alarm to Chinese officials

one of these, whose name is not 


given, is quoted as saying that the 
Russians are preparing for the inevit- 
able struggle with Japan.

excitement in Japan is to the effect 
that Russia is endeavoring to -make 
an agreement with China regarding 
Manchuria.

One may mail a letter de&tined for 


foreign parts without prepayment of 
postage. It will go forward to destina- 
tion, and the recipient will be required 
to pay double rates for the privilege of 
reading it if he values it sufficiently. 


At the Chicago post office a record is 


kept of the different ways of spelling 
the name of that c»fy on mail address- 
es. At last accounts 280 varieties liad 
been tabulated. Among the less intri- 
cate of these are Zlzazo, Jagjago, Hipu- 
ho, Jajijo and Chaclucho.

lodged in jail at Winchester, Ken- 
tucky, charged vita being the assas- 
sin who on May 4th, shot in the back 
of the head James B Marcum, firing 
Ihe fatal shot from the hall 
of* tha 


court house at Jackson, the county 
town of Breathitt county. This was 
another murder in the long-standing 
feud between the Hargis and Cockrill 
factions, in wffich thirty-five men are 
alleged to have beeto killed during 
tne last twelve months, with no con- 
viction of any member of either fac- 
tion in court. Jury duty in Breathitt 
county can hardly be regarded as 
very desirable in a murder case. If 
tne Jury brings in a veirdict of guilty, 
the jurors are immediately assassin- 
ated by the prisoner's friends; if they 
bring in a verdict of not guilty, they 
are promptly assassinated 
by the 


partisans of the other side. But they 
do not often have to make a choice 
of the two evils, for arrests in 
Breathitt county are rare for such a 
trifle as murder 
Mr. Jett, wio ia 


said to be an all-'round bad man, 
scoffs at the idea of his being con- 
victed in Breathitt county, where nis 
latest crime was committed and 
where he will have to be tried, as 
his faction has got the other faction 
pretty much all killed off, Marcum 
being the last recognized leader ot 
the opposition He says that as soon 
as he gets his liberty he "will make 
things lively for his uncle, Sam Jett, 
who swore out the warrant on which 
he was arrested, and his step-father, 
who has charged him with an assault 
wfth a pistol.

In the installment of his series on 


"Mankind in th« Making," which ap- 
pears in the May Cosmopolitan, H. 
G. Wells advances two very original 
and interesting theories. In

ning his ideal community, he asks, 
among 
other 
questions, 
whether 


polling is really essential to the dem- 
ocratic Idea. There is a way, he 
aays, of choosing your public 
ser- 


vants of all sorts, and effecutally con- 
trolling public affairs on 
perfectly 


sound democratic principles, without 
ever having such a thing as an elec- 
tion, as it is now understood, at all. 
This way is the jury system. 
He 


points out that the jury method 12 
so universally recognized as superior 
to comimon electoral methods that the 
man who would 
propose today to 


take the fate of a man accused of 
murder out of the hands of va jury and 
place it m the hands of any American 
constituency 
whatever, would 
be 


thought to be carrying crankiness be- 
yond the border-line of insanity. Mr. 
Wells works out the idea with hia 
usual clear thought for details. He 
shows just how a jury might be elect- 
ed, and how elections by jury would 
operate. In another part of his es- 
say he emphasizes the fact that hon- 
ors and titles are not only ccimpati 
ble with, but are a necessary com- 
plement to, the republican idea. In 
the election of thosei to be honored in 
this way, he finds another 
use for 


the jury system, and both in regard 
to the question of honor and privil- 
ege and In the matter 
of 
political 


control he shows that the alternative 
of the British or American system 
does not exhaust human possibilities. 


MR. BRYAN AS AN AUTHORITY. 


Mr. Bryan does not seem to be con- 


vinced of Mr. Cleveland's

He had 
attained the ripe 9ge tf ninety years 
on March 16. and was one of Ports- 
mouth's best known 
cld-u»ie mer- 


chants. He was a draper and tailcr 
by profession and was one • whcse 
works were known of all men." 


He had been in- continuous trade 


or a period of forty-eight years in 
:he store on Market street 
where 


now is the remodelled establishment 
of Henry Peyser and Son, a record 
which no other merchant now doing 
business on that thoroughfare, or, in 
'act, on any other in the city, can 
-qua!. 


The six years previous to 
taking 


the above stand Mr. Moses was lo- 
cated in a store just below this, thus 
making him the veteran merchant of 
Portsmouth up to the1 time of his re- 
ircment, having then a summary of 
fifty-four years of active and uninter- 
rupted work. 


Mr. Moses had been at the "old 
tand" for such a long duration of 
ime that he lived to see sign after 
sign come down of his business neigh- 
>ors, Jones, Lyiman, Simes, Pickering, 
Grace, Shores, Jennett, Foster, Dodge 
Carr, Morrison, the La'ghtx-ns, Xcrw- 
elj, Dockenn—aye, en alrc:st ini-um- 
erable host of merchants, a complete 
directory of whom would take in rl- 
most every store in the city, and, too, 
number many silent graves. 


Although, himself 
having passed 


:ar beyond the allotted ag>e of three 
score and ten, yet our honored resi- 
dent was until a very few years re- 
markably well preserved and active. 
And, too, his reputation for honorable 
dealing was commtensurate with those 
other noble and ennobling qualities 
which always made him a trusted 
servant and esteemed by all 
who 


came within the steadfast f-old of his 
friendship. 


Even at his advanced age Mr. Mos- 


es was unwillin-g to retire from ac- 
tive life to partake of its •well-earned 
rest, but advancing age demanded it, 
and for a few years he and his esti- 
mable wife have lived quietly at New 
Castle, renting his house in this city 
on Islington street. 


He united with Piscataqua lodge,

Comparatively few English- 
men make up the forces of the British 
commander, General Manning, but 
there are a number of Boers, whose 
services as scouts have proved of val- 
ue. The English and Boers, so lately 
enemies, now fight the brown men in 
complete good fellowship and harmony.

*s the nj<M«t important inedk-al discov- 
ery «-ver made in Boston and oat »f 
tiie uio->i important in .the history of 
medicine was that announced at a re- 
cent meeting of the Boston Society of 
Medical s<lenr«? held in the Harvard 
Mtslical school, when Dr. William C. 
Councilman exhibited the germ of 
smallpox. 


For two years Dr Councilman ha* 


been engaged with his assistants. Drs. 
George B. Magrath and Walter R. 
Brimkerhoff, in a search for the cause 
of smallpox. Two years ago an epi- 
demic of the disease in Boston gave 
the doctor a splendid opportunity for 
investigation by furnishing plenty of 
subjects to study. He obtained piece* 
»f skin of various persons afflicted with 
the disease in its various stages. 


These specimens were then examined 


under the microscope. This was a la- 
bor of months, for to detect the organ- 
ism responsible for the disease they 
must find one that was present in ev- 
ery case of smallpox. Once this wa» 
discovered, they next proved that it

was the true germ of the disease by 
inoculating such animals as ate known 
to be susceptible to smallpox. 


Dr. Councilman calls the cause of the 


disease of smallpox a protozoa. This 
differs from a bacillus in that the lat- 
ter is a vegetable while the former be- 
longs to the animal kingdom. 


Dr. Councilman is about forty-five 


years old and is already well known in 
his profession through his treatises on 
pathology. 
He is Sbattuck professor 


of pathological anatomy in the Har- 
vard Medical school in Boston.
